WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—One of the
Btest unofficial departments maintained
by Uncle Sam has become known as the
"J.iplomat factory.” It is situated
doam in the basement of the State De.
partment and the chief engineer of the
works is John DBall Osborne, head of
the Bureau of Trade Relations. His
task is the taking of raw young con-
suls and transforming them into fin-
shed diplomatic products. It's not am
easy job, this; for even the crude ma-

Ever since the
sstablishment of the service it has been
eustomary b give the mew appointee
s period of thirty days before leaving
the United States, and officers bava
spent the time in closing up their pri-
vate affairs, calling on the State De-
partmeny only to draw their pay for
ibhe wonth and obtain their credentials.

# BLIND FISH SPOUT,

Underground Stream Brings to Light
Strange Creatures, ‘
—

FRESNO, Sept, 20,—Fish have boen
found in a puddle of water which for
od dn the exeavation fop the subway
under the Southern Pagifie - travks  at
Fresno street in this olty, though the
water is below an impervious layer of
havdpan Sud ten miles from the nearest
native running stream. Some of the tlsh
are hlind, and all come from a hole about
a foot in dlameter, from which waler
pours so mpilly that a tarbive puwp
ks kl'p[ rﬂ!!ht.u:!l.\' at  work pumpting
the exeavation dry. The appearance is
mwost extmondinary  and would indieate
o sublerrancan stream  flowing fmme-
The fish have
come in great pumbers, R, J. Reese,
who runs the ']numping station, found
them,

The excavation is twent® feet Jeep
and extends throngh about six feet of
lhandpan, blasted ot by
foreigners.  Under the handpan
found a porous layer in which were sev
eral springs. The fish are of several
specie, some large and. some small,
some with eyes and some without, They
swim about in the little puddle which
the pump leaves, in plai sight of the
wondering crowd 20 feet above them.
No fish of a known species hail been
discovered. The existence of an under-
ground stream in this high and exceed
ingly «dry loeality was never even sus:
pected before, The strangest specimen
discovered is one about 8 Inches in
length, shaped like an glectrie fiah, and
entirely without eyes. It was thrown
up by the pump and found in the strain
